ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE. 

Last night a Drama, by G. Soane, was produced at this Theatre, 
entitled The Lighthouse ; or the Maiden’s Dream ; it is a most com- 
plicated affair, and any attempt to give the plot would prove a failure : 
it was, however, received with applause, for which we think the author 
may thank Mr. Oxberry and Miss L. Melville, who performed a drunken 
cobbler and the heroine: their acting was excellent. Mr. Carter's ex- 
hibition, and Life in Dublin, were the other entertainments. 

QuEEN’s.—This Theatre re-opened for the winter season on Monday ; 
the house has undergone many improvements. A new curtain and act- 
drop, painted by Mr. James, do him great credit, especially the latter, 
which is a very pretty Italian Landscape. The performances commenced 
with anew Drama, entitled The Lawless of London ; or, theSharper's 





‘Progress, of which we cannot say so much in its favor as we have of pieces 


written by the same author. The language is very com:ron place, and 
by far too long, however, it seemed to please the audience, which we are 
glad to say was a very numerous one. The acting of Parry, Manders, 
Miss Rogers, and Miss Wrighten, was particularly good. 

Westminster Literary Institution.—Last night Mr. Bennett delivered 
a second lecture on part and sight singing in the theatre of the 
above institution. After a few opening remarks, Mr. Bennett no- 
ticed the disparity of an octave, which characterizes the voice of women 
and boys, as compared with the voice of men: this naturally led him to 
advert to the frequent transposition of music, a vice almost peculiar to 
this country. He then referred to the changes of the clefs, and cau- 
tioned the student against the dangers of false intonation. The lecturer 
then gave numerous specimens of variations in the diatonic scale, which 
were illustrated by a number of voices, male and female. The lecture 
was listened to with much attention by a numerous auditory. 

The Irish Melodist.—Mr. White, the distinguished “ Irish Melodist,” 
and lecturer on Irish music, has just arrived in London, having recently 
returned to England from a protracted tour throughout the American 
States. With the successful career of this gentleman in the “ far west,” 
we have been made familiar by the many favourable notices which have 
come under our observation in the American papers. We hope we shall 
soon have the pleasure of hearing Mr. White, and of expressing more 
fully our sentiments en the important and interesting subject of those 
popular dissertations which have already won for their author so much 
celebrity in the world of poesy and song. 

Glasgow.—Mr. Wilson’s Entertainment in the City Hall.—Mr. 
Wilson, the celebrated Scotch vocalist, whose exquisite entertainments 
during his sojourn in the metropolis were a constant theme for the eu- 
logiums of the daily press, and who has just returned from Taymouth 
Castle, where he has been carolling the sweetest of his country’s songs 
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in the hearing of her Majesty, gave a musical entertainment last evening 
in the City Hall, which wa. crowded to excess, there being upwards of 
1,800 in the Hall. The songs appointed by her Majesty on the above 
occasion, in the presence of the distinguished guests at the residence of 
Breadalbane, were ;—*Farewell to Lochaber,” The Lass o’Gowrie,” 
“The Flowers of the Forest,” ‘ Wae’s me for Prince Charlie,” and 
“ Pilbroch o’Donnel Dhu.” The two last songs, it is worthy of remark, 
were especially asked for by the Queen, who, on the fulfilment of her 
royal request, was giaciously pleased to highly compliment the accom- 
plished singer. On this occasion also, her Majesty gave Mr. Wilson 
permission to dedicate his new arrangement of “ TheSongs of Scotland,” 
to her Majesty. —Glasgow Chronicle.

Afterwards visit the Chinese Collection, St. George’s Place, Hyde Park Corner. 
It consists of objects exclusively Chinese, comprising upwards of 50 figures as 
large as life, in their native costume, from the highest mandarin to the mechanic ; 
and replete with articles illustrative of their manufactures, habits, and domestic 
arrangements.—This exhibition is well worthy of inspection.
